structure. With respect to the internal control structure, we
obtained an understanding of the design of relevant policies and
procedures and whether they have been placed in operation, and we
assessed control risk in order to determine our auditing
procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the
general purpose financial statements and not to provide an
opinion on the 1nternal control structure. Accordingly, we do

not express such an opinion.

We noted a certalin matter involving the internal control
structure and its operations that we consider to be a reportable
condition under standards established by the American Institute
of Certified Public Accountants. Reportable conditions involve
matters coming to our attention relating to significant
deficiencies in the design or operation of the internal control
structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the

entity's ability to record, process, summarize, and report
financial data consistent with the assertions of management in

- the general purpose financial statements.

Our evaluation of the Levee District's internal control structure
revealed an absence of appropriate segregation of duties in the
accounting department. The size of the Levee District's
accounting and administrative staff (one employee) precludes
certain internal controls that would provide optimum segregation
of duties. This situation dictates that the Board of
Commissioners remaln involved in the financial affairs of the
Levee District to provide oversight and independent review
functions.

A material weakness 1s a reportable condition in which the design
or operation of one or more of the specific internal control
structure elements does not reduce to a relatively low level the
risk that errors or irregularities in amounts that would be
material 1in relation to the general purpose financial statements
belng audited may occur and not be detected within a timely
period by employees 1n the normal course of performing their
assigned functions.

Because of inherent limitations in any internal control
structure, errors or irregularities may nevertheless occur and
not be detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the
structure to future periods 1s subject to the risk that
procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions
or that the effectiveness of the design and operation of policies
and procedures may deteriorate.
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Loulsiana law requires that budgets be amended when
expenditures exceed 5% of budgeted amounts. During the
fiscal year ended June 30, 1997, the Levee District paid off
the balance of its notes payable. This caused its debt
service expenditures to exceed the budgeted amount by more
than 5%. The Levee District did not amend the budget to

allow for this expenditure.

We considered this instance of noncompliance in forming our
opinion on whether the Levee Digtrict's general purpose
financial statements are presented fairly in all material
respects, in conformity with generally accepted accounting
principles, and this report does not affect our report dated
September 8, 1997 on those general purpose financial
statements.

(8) LEVEE CONSTRUCTION PROJECT

The Levee District has entered into a Local Cooperation
Agreement (LCA) with the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers dated
June 30, 1986, for the construction of a levee systemn.

Under the terms of the agreement, the Levee District is
regquired to provide a minimum of 25% of the total project
cost, including all lands, easements, rights-of-way, vtility
relocation, or other facility alterations required to
construct, operate and maintain the project. In 1994 the
levee project was scaled back to consist of a 4.5 mile levee
with an estimated cost of $16 million. Under the terms of
LCA, the Levee District would be responsible for
approximately $4 million. The LCA allows the fair value of
donated land and funds allocated by the State of Louisiana
to be applied to the Levee District's share of the project.
However, the Levee District must make a cash payment equal
to the difference between applied items and 25% of total
project costs. This cash payment can not be less than 5% of
total project costs, approximately $800,000 at current
estimated total project costs.

LASERS provides retirement, disability, and survivor
benefits to participating, eligible employees. Benefits are
establlished and amended by state statute. Benefits are
guaranteed by the State of Louisiana under provisions of the
Loulsiana Constitution of 1274. LASERS issues a publicly
avallable financial report that includes financial
statements and required supplementary information. The
report may be obtained by writing to Louisiana State
Enmployees’ Retirement System, Post Office Box 44213, Baton

Funding Policy

Plan members of the Levee District are required by state
statute to contribute 7.5 percent of their annual covered
salary and the Levee District (as the employer) is required
to contribute at an actuarially determined rate. The
current enmployer rate is 12.4 percent of annual covered
payroll. The contribution requirements of plan members and
the employer are established by, and may be amended by,
state law. As required by state law, the employer
contributions are determined by actuarial valuation and are
subject to change each year based on the results of the
valuation for the prior fiscal year. The employer
contribution is funded by the State of Louisiana through the
annual legislative appropriation. The Levee District’s
employer contributions to LASERS for the years ending June
30, 1997 and 1996 were $3,906 and 93,780, respectively, and
were equal to the required contributions for each year.
Employee contributions totaled $2,363 for each year under
audit.

(7) CONCENTRATIONS OF CREDIT RISK

Financial instruments that potentially subject the Levee
District to concentrations of credit risk consist
principally of temporary cash investments and investments in
U.5. Government Bond Funds. The Levee District places its
temporary cash investments with a federally insured
financial institution and a brokerage firm. As of June 30,
1997 all temporary cash 1investments were insured.

Fixed Assets and Long-Term lLiabilities

Fixed assets used in governmental fund type operations are
accounted for in the general fixed assets account group,
rather than in the General Fund. No depreciation has been
provided on fixed assets. Fixed assets are valued at
historical cost.

Donated fixed assets are recorded at estimated fair market
value at the date of donation.

Long-—-term liabilities expected to be financed from the
General Fund are accounted for in the general long-term
liabilities account group.

The two account groups are not "funds". They are concerned
only with the measurement of financial position and do not
involve measurement of results of operations.

Total Cclumns of Combined Balance Sheet

Total columns on the financial statements are captioned
"memorandum only"” to indicate that they are presented only
to facilitate financial analysis. Data in these columns do
not present financial position, results of operations, or
changes in financial position in conformity with generally
accepted accounting principles. Neither is such data
comparable to a consclidation. Interfund eliminations have
not been made in the aggregation of this data.

Comquative Data

Comparative totals for the prior year have been presented in
the accompanying financial statements in order to provide an
understanding of changes in the Levee District's financial
position and operations.

The Levee
District may also invest in time certificates of deposit
with state banks organized under Louisiana law and national
banks having their principal offices in Louilsiana. Under

state law, these deposits must be secured by the fiscal
agent. bank. The market wvalue of such pledged securities and
federal deposit insurance must equal or exceed the amount on

deposit with the fiscal agent. At June 30, 1997, all cash
balances of the Levee District were insured.

InveﬁpmenQE

The Levee District is authorized under state law to invest
surplus funds in U.S. Government Treasury securities. The
Levee District may also invest up to 25% of funds available
for investment in mutual or trust funds which are i1invested
in U.S. Government securities. The Levee District recoxrds

Budgets and Budgetary Accounting

Annually, the Levee District adopts a budget for the General
Fund on a modified accrual basis of accounting. The
budgetary practices include public notice of the proposed
budget, public inspection of the proposed budget, and public
hearings on the budget.

The St. Tammany Levee District, a component unit of the
State of Loulsiana, was created by Act 785 of the 1985
Regular Session of the Louisiana Legislature. The levee
District provides flood protection for those areas of St.
Tammany Parish contained within the boundaries of the
District as established by the Legislature in 1993. The
governing board of commissicners administers the operations
and responsibililities of the Levee District in accordance
with Loulisiana statutes. The six commissioners are
appointed by and serve at the pleasure of the governor.

The Levee District prepares and distributes separate
financlal statements but its financial statements are also
included as a component unit of the State of Louisiana
reporting entity.

Fund.hccaggting

The accounts of the Levee District are organized on the
basis of a fund (General Fund) and account groups, each of
which 1s considered a separate accounting entity. The
operations of the General Fund are accounted for with a
separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprises its
assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues and expenditures.

Basig of Accounting

Basls of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures
are recognized and reported in the financial statements.
Baslis of accounting relates to the timing of the
measurements made, regardless of the measurement focus
applied.

The Levee District records are maintained on a cash basis of
accounting. However, the General Fund reported in the
accompanying financial statements has been converted to a
modified accrual basis of accounting utilizing the following
practices 1n recording revenues and expenditures.

Revenues

The majority of the Levee District's revenues are
derived from the ad valorem tax for operations and

income on investments.

Ad valorem taxes are recorded in the year the taxes are
due and payable. Ad valorem taxes are assessed on a
calendar year basis, become due on November 15 of each
vear, and become delingquent on December 31.
